[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The Senate 
Committee on Commerce had a 

long session on the Rivers and Harbors 
Appropriation Bill, but did not get 
around to consideration of the Califor- 
nia items, so the Wilmington Harbor 
appropriation still remains undecided. 
There is no additional news about its 
fate today. Its friends are still hard 
at work, but it is feared that its ene- 
mies are also coming upon the scene. 

Senator Jones of Nevada, who was 
lined up on the side of Santa Monica in 
the big San Pedro fight, has been 
away from Washington almost this en- 
tire session. He got here Saturday and 
took his place in the Committee of 
Commerce, of which he is a member. 

The entire River and Harbor Bill is 
in danger, and one important member 
of the Commerce Committee said this 
evening that he had very genuine 
doubts whether the bill would ever pass 
Congress. He says that he himself fa- 
vors the bill, and thinks that it ought 
to pass, but that, in his opinion, there 
is going to be strong opposition to it 
from conservative men in the Senate, 
who view with alarm the enormous 
amounts of y which are being ap- 
propriated by this Congress. 

The present week will disclose the 
whole programme, however, if the 
shipping bill falls, as it probably will, 
the Rivers and Harbors Bill will havea 
somewhat better chance, for the failure 
of the shipping bill will cut the ap- 
propriations down that much. 


CANAL BILL A RIDER. 

MORGAN OFFERS IT AS SUCH.

OPEKA (Kan.,) Feb. 11.—As a re- 
12 of the meeting of citizens of 

Topeka yesterday afternoon, all the 
joints of the city are closed today, The 
citizens made the peremptory order 
that the saloons be closed by noon to- 
day, and as far as is known, the order 
was regarded. 

Early this morning, Chief of Police 
Stahl, with some of his officers, made 
the rounds of the joints and notified 
the keepers, as far as they could be 
found, that they would be expected to 
close. They were in each case pre- 
sented with a printed copy of the citi- 
zens’ ultimatum, and commanded in 
the interest of law and good order to 
close at once. ' 

Chief Stahl told the jointists“ that 
there was an army of a thousand men 
waiting to march on a minutes’ notice 
to close the joints“ of the city., and 
they were of a class that would not be 
frightened out of performing their duty, 
as they interpreted it. Notices were 
slipped in under the doors of the 
closed places. In only one place did 
the officers find any liquor sold, and 
this place agreed to close at once. 

Tonight, Topeka is practically a dry 
town, so far as the “joints” are con- 
cerned. Some of the drug stores are 
said to be doing a thriving business, 
but the condition is much different 
ago, when 
there bout eighty “joints” run- 
ning openly, “all of which were equipped 
with the finest of fixtures. The Citi- 
zens’ Committee has made all the nec- 
essary arrangements for enforcement 
of their orders regarding the “joints,” 
and will insist that the order be car- 
ried out to the letter, and that every 
drinking place be closed and the stock 
and fixtures be removed from the city 
by next Friday noon. 

The condition of public sentiment in 
Topeka tonight is something remarka- 
bla There has never been anything 
here approadhing it. The Vigilance 
Committee is ready to move on very 
short notice. 


MRS. NATION'S CRUSADE. 


DUE IN CHICAGO TODAY.

MILAN DIES 


AT VIENNA. 

The Servian Ex-King 
Knew His Fate. 

Was Reconciled to His 
Son, the King. 

Ex-Queen Natalie Wired to 


Offer Assistance—Death 
Scenes. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
VIENNA, Feb. 11.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) King Milan died at 4:15 o'clock 
this afternoon. Twenty minutes before 


recognized the seriousness of the sit- 
vation, and said to the doctor in at- 
tendance: “And so I must die today? 
Is there no means of saving me?” 
Milan died of pneumonia and heart 
failure. Some years ago, When in 
Egypt, he was attacked by liver and 


had not the necessary powers of re- 
sistance to throw off the last serious 
attack. 

Since yesterday afternoon, his con- 
dition has been hopeless, and there 
were two periods of collapse—one in 
the evening and the other in the 
course of the night. The doctors, who 
never left his bedside, were able to 
bring about only temporary relief. 

Milan desired reconciliation with 
King Alexander, and begged Christics, 
the Servian Minister at Vienna, to con- 
vey to him his dying father’s plessing. 

Toward midday his condition he- 
came so critical that a dispatch was 
sent to ex-Queen Natalie, tow hich Her 
Majesty answered from Biarritz: “Can 
I be of any help? Can I do anything 
for the King?” Those in attendance, 
however, could only report that he had 
passed away. 

At 4 o’clock Herr Von Schiessl, di- 
rector of the Austrian Emperor's Cab- 
inet; Herr Von Schlumecky, Count 
Zichy, Marquis de Reverseaux, the 
French Ambassador; M. De Borch- 
grame, the Belgian Minister; Count 
Morteculi, and Mr. Ghyka the Rou- 
manian Minister, assembled in the 


the King’s condition. While they were 
conversing, the nurse attending Milan 
burst into the room screaming, “The 
King is dying! The King is dying!” 
Every one hastened to the sick room, 
where the doctors did everything in 
their power to render the patient's 
breathing easier. Milan lost conscious- 
ness, and began to breath in a ster- 
torous manper, and after the death 
agony, which lasted twenty minutes, 
he passed away. ‘ 

As soon as the ex-King was dead, a 
dispatch was sent to King Alexander, 
and the Austrian Emperor was in- 
formed. The latter at once sent one of 
his aldes-de-camp to offer a military 
funeral, as the former King held the 
rank of colonel in the Austrian army. 
Only a few weeks since, Milan rented 
his apartments in the fashionable 
Johangasse. When attacked by in- 
fluenza, three weeks ago, he was full 
of hope for recovery, and spoke much 
of his plans for the future. 

The body is lying in state under a 
canopy ornamented with the royal 
crown of Servia. The bed is covered 


also with Servian embroidered 
in gold. The hands, which are crossed 
over the chest, are holding a bunch 
of roses. The features show but little 
change. Nothing is known 
uneral.

"KENZIE GUILTY OF 
CONTEMPT OF COURT. 


SENTENCED TO SERVE ONE YEAR 
IN COUNTY JAIL. 

United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
Denounces Proceedings of Judge Noyes 
and the Receiver at Nome as High- 
handed and Illegal. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.! 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—The 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
today found Alexander McKenzie, the 
Cape Nome receiver, guilty of contempt 
ef court in two cases and sentenced 
him to serve one year in the San Fran- 
cisco County Jail. : 

The court also took occasion to de- 
nounce what it characterized as the 
“high-handed and grossly illegal pro- 


Judge Noyes and McKenzie at Cape 
Nome. The court says it has no paral- 
le! in the jurisprudence of the country, 
and congratulates the people of Nome 
for not taking matters into their own 
hands. 

The decision was rendered by Judges 
Ross, Gilbert and Morrow in the cases 
of John I. Tornanses vs. L. F. Melsing 
et al., and William A. Kjellman vs. 
Henry Rodgers. These are two of the 
cases in which McKenzie declined to 
obey the writ of supersedeas issued by 
Judge Morrow, directing him as re- 
ceiver to turn over money and gold 
dust in his possession to the owners. 

Much testimony has been heard in 
the Nome cases, and they have been 
pending before the United States courts 
for months. here was considerable 
evidence introduced in an effort to 
prove a conspiracy existed between 
officials at Nome to secure control of 
the claims. 

McKenzie claimed that he was not 
guilty of contempt, because all the pa- 
pers and orders issued by Judge Mor- 
ro had not been filed in the District 
Court at Nome at the time he was as- 
cused of disobeying the writs. 

Judge Geary stated that he had not 
determined regarding an appeal in the 
case. 

Pa are being prepared by Me- 
Kenzie’s attorneys and will, de sent to 
Washington, the matter being taken 
from San Francisco to the national 
capital for a final adjudication. 

NOME COURT DENOUNCED. 
(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M1 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—In the 
opinion, read by Judge Ross, the court 
holds that the filing of the citation in 
the District Court at Nome was suffi- 
cient to give the Court of Appeals jur- 
isdiction, but in proper cases may be 
considered in mitigation of the offense. 
At this point in the decision the court 
refers to the acts of Judge Noyes and 
the manner in which affairs were con- 
ducted at Nome. It says: 

“The circumstances attending the ap- 
pointment of a receiver in these cases, 
however, and-his conduct after, as well 
as before the appointment, as shown 
by the record and evidence, so far 
from impressing us with the sincerity 
of the pretension that his refusal to 
obey the writs issued out of this court 
was based upon the advice of his coun- 
sel that they were void, satisfy us that 
it was intentional and deliberate, and 
in furtherance of the high-handed and 
grossly illegal proceedings initiated al- 
most as soon as Judge Noyes and Mc- 
Kenzie had set foot on Alaskan terri- 
tory at Nome, and which may be 
safely and fortunately said to have no 
parallel in the jurisprudence of this 
country. 

“And it speaks well for the good, 
sober sense of the people gathered on 
that remote and barren shore that they 
depended solely upon the courts for 
the correction of the wrongs thus per- 
petrated among and against them, 
which always may be depended upon 
to right, ner or later, wrongs prop- 
erly brought before them. And it is 
well in these days of the rapid exten- 
sion of our national domain, for all 
persons, whether residing in remote re- 
gions or nearer home,+to remember 
that courts which respect themselves 
and haye due regard for the adminis- 
tration of justice and the maintenance 
of law and order, will never tolerate 
any disobedience of their lawful or- 
dere, writs or judgments, wherever 
committed within their jurisdiction. 

“It is inherent within the judicial 
authority,’ said the Supreme Court of 
Florida, in the case of the State vs. 
Johnson, supra, that every court may 
protect and maintain its jurisdiction 
under the law, and that it shall protect 
itself against all attempts to resist, 
thwart or overthrow ite authority.“ 

Judge Ross closed by ordering that 
McKenzie be confined in the San Fran- 
cisco county jal) for six months on each 
charge, one term to succeed the gther. 
McKenzie was in court and appeared 
very much surprised at the sentence 
imposed.

SHE OBJECTS 
TO THE TERMS. 


Dowager Thinks Them 
Too Severe. 
Wants to Know Why 
They are Changed. 


Her Commissioners to Make 
Report to the M inisters. 
Meeting Today.

PEKING, Feb. 11.—(By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.) The Empress Dowager is inclined 
740 be argumentative regarding the in- 
fliction of capital punishment on the 
guilty officials. She telegraphed to Li 
Hung Chang today, demanding to 
know what the foreigners mean by 
changing the terms of the peace pro- 
posals. She says the terms demanded 
severer punishment of leaders in pro- 
portion to their crimes than what 
China agreed to inflict, yet now the 
foreigners demand the heads of all. 
The Empress adds that she fails to 
see anything proportionate about that, 
and declares that she will carry out 
her agreement, but go no further. 

She says that Ying Nien is an unim- 
portant official, and never was & 
leader of the Boxers. He may, how- 
ever, have been a follower. Chao Hsu 
Kiam did go out to meet the Boxers, 
but was only obeying orders. The 
Empress insists that the death penalty 
in their cases is not proportionate to 
their crimes. 

She directs the commissioners to see 
the ministers and call attention to the 
original agreement. This quibble tis 
characteristic of Chinese diplomacy. 
All that ts needed now is to tighten 
the screws, and the Empress will ca- 
pitulate. 

In obedience to their tnstructions, the 
commissioners will tomorrow report to 
the ministers what the Empress says. 
The ministers will meet tomorrow to 
consider other points in the negotia- 
tions. 


CHINA’S GREAT FUTURE. 


EMPIRE IS BECOMING MODERN. 
(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—The Rev. Dr. 
Robert F. MacArthur, in a sermon last 
night in the Calvary Baptist Church 
on the subject, “The New China,” 
said: 

“It is now about sixty years since 
China first opened her doors to the s0- 
called barbarians. The opium war. 
with all its evils, was the hammer 
which shattered the door of Chinese 
isolation. The war with Japan vir- 
tually broke down all her doors and 
treaty ports speedily multiplied; she 
has now nearly 400 miles of railroad 
in operation, and nearly 4000 miles 
projected. Within the last five years 
cotton spinning has become an indus- 
try, and she has over 400,000 spindles in 
over two thousand looms. Telegraphs 
are already domesticated, electric cars 
are now running, and four years ago 
the imperial postoffice was organized: 
clocks and watches in China indicate 
that time is now an object of consid- 
eration in that once dreamy land. A 
school for women is opened in Shang- 
hai, and in the same city, another for 
boys has been founded. It will sur- 
prise many to know that in a single 
year nearly a million copies of the 
Bible, or some part of it, have been 
circulated in China. 

“China is becoming modern. Anti- 
foot-binding societies are growing in 
number and influence. China is vastly 
further advanced than was Japan fifty 
years ago. Who dares say that fifty 
years hence China will not be largely 
occidental and dominantly Christian 
in religion? She is the prize for com- 
mercial ambition in America. She is 
in need of all forms of manufactured 
products that America knows how to 
supply. China is to be the paradise 
for American enterprise. Let no man- 
ufacturer and no statesman forget 
that China is to be one of the greatest 
among the nations of the twentieth 


century. 

“Our friend Wu Ting Fang will find 
out that the missionaries are the best 
friends of his country; that he can 
best advance its interests by a sym- 
pathetic attitude toward Christianity 
and by refraining from unwise criti- 
clem of the officials of the American 
republic. We shall soon welcome China 
into the great sisterhood of great, 


progressive, civilized and Christian

NATIONAL DANGERS. 

Justice Brewer Says Education is the 

Only Safeguard Against the Tearing 

Down of Law.

HAVEN (ct.) Feb. 11.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Justice Brewer of 
the Supreme Court today opened the 
Dodge lecture course at Yale with an 
address on the “Responsibilities of Cit- 
izenship.”" He said: 

“There may be other nations with 
more territory, larger history and 
greater military power, but there is 
none in which the right of man is de- 
fended as here. If an effort made to 
establish popular government fails, we 
may well believe the failure will be 
final and irretrievable. The last hopes 
of mankind rest with us. The knell of 
human liberty may be sounded, if our 
government falls. 

Dangers beset the development of 
the republic in which there is no re- 
straint except that which the citizens 
themselves impose. The danger is that 
the people may kf constitutional 
compact and override the right of the 
many. For instance, see the long lines 
of burning cars at the Chicago strike; 
the stripping of a woman of her 
clothes because she insisted on riding 
on the tabooed street car in St. Louis; 
the burning of a negro at the stake in 
Leavenworth, nat to mention the fa>t 
that Mrs. Carrie Nation has tried to 
enforce the law with the hatchet. 

“We are com of a heterogeneous 
population, of whom look on a 
policeman as a natural enemy and a 
sheriff as a tyrant. On many sides we 
hear complaints of the unequal dis- 
tribution of wealth and we see luxury 
flaunted with ite accompanying vice. 
In this extremity, education is the only 
safeguard against the tearing down of 
law and the planting in its place of 
the red flag of anarchy.” 


TRIBUTE TO “INVINCIBLES.” 


Wealthy Farmer Admits Having Paid 
a Thousand Dollars for Immunity from 
Dynamiting.

The “Invincible Thieves, 
supposed to have been foiled in all their 
efforts to extort money from the farm- 
ers of this county, found at least one 
victim, who paid them $1000 for im- 
munity from dynamiting.

He 
brooded over the demand for some 
time, but finally complied with it and 
had no further trouble.

VICIOUS BILLS TO BE FAVORABLY 
REPORTED TODAY. 


Judiciary Committee Makes Unim- 
portant Amendments—Ad ti 
Influence Makes the Probable Result 
of the Fight Very Uncertain. 
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{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE rturs. 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 11.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Yielding to pressure from 
an unknown source, or possibly with 
the consent of the actual author of 
the bills, the Judiciary Committee of 
the Assembly tonight decided to amend 
one of the so-called piag ie bills in two 
comparatively unimportant  particu- 
lars. The bill amended is the worse of 
the two, being the one carrying the 
felony, penalty for fublicaticn of the 
truth about bubonic plague and Asi- 
atic cholera in this State. The pro- 
posed amendments do not change the 
character of this bill, nor do they 
make it any the more constituti mal. 

The first amendment is to the effect 
that a report to the authorities of the 
existence of the disease mentioned 
does not constitute a felony. The rec- 
ond removes the felony provision froin 
the publication of news of cases of 
such diseases which have previously 
existed” in this State. The commit- 
tee will report recommending that the 
bills do pass as amended. The other 
plague bill, giving the State Board of 
Health absolute power in certain cases, 
remains unchanged. 

The two bills will come up in the 
Assembly tomorrow morning as special 
orders, to be considered immediately 
after the reading of the journal, and if 
an effort is made to rush them through 
there is certain to be a contest, but 


with what result cannot be safely pre- 
dicted. Ordinarily, it could be safely 
predicted that the bills would fail, for | 
with any body of able, fair-minded 
men there could be no doubt as to 
what they would do with such meas- 
ures, which are admitted to be vicious 
and born out of spite. But this Legis- | 
lature cannot be said to be an ordinary | 
one, and it is mot extraordinary in 
point of the independence of ita mem- 
bers. 

The influence of the administration | 
is undeniably strong. and when Gov. | 
Gage says he wants something there 
are those who vote as he says without 
asking why or wherefore.

ROAD BILLS DOOMED. 
APPROPRIATIONS ARE OPPOSED.

highways now before the Legislature 
received a decided set-back, if they 
were not actually knocked out, to- 
night at a meeting of the Finance 
Committee of the Senate. The meeting 
was called for the purpose of consid- 
ering these bills for the construction 
of roads at the expense of the State, 
of which there has been a veritable 
flood since the opening of the session. 
It seemed that almost every»member 
who wanted a new road through his 
district wanted the State to build it, 
and as a result, the total appropria- 
tions asked for this purpose amount 
to aproximately $700,000.

After all the speeches, the committee 
adopted a resolution declaring against 
a favorable report on any of the high- 
way bills. The resolution provides for 
the submission to the people of a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment, pro- 
viding for State aid in the construc- 
tion of highways under certain re- 
strictions, 

This practically settles the fate of 
the Santa Barbara-Bakersfield road 
and the road from Newhall north 
through Saugus to the northern edge 
of Los Angeles county. 

“I am much in favor of both of these 
roads,” said Senator Greenwell to- 
night, “but you are safe in saying 
that there will be no State highway 
legislation this session.”

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1 consolation in the thought that the 
Gfty-day limit for the introduction of 
bills in the Legislature is near at 
hand, as is also the sixty-day limit be- 
yond which members cannot draw pay. 
Not until the constitutional limit is 
reached will the flood of raw bills be 
stopped. 

Among the numerous impracticable 
measures introduced at the present 
session is Senate Bill No. 351, which 
has its counterpart in a similar bill 
which is pending in the Assembly. 

Both bills have been favorably re 

porte. by the committees to which 

they were referred. They provide, in 
brief, that each and every article man- 
ufactured in the State shall be con- 

spicuously labeled, stamped, or im- 

printed with the name and address of 

thé manufacturer by street and num- 
ber. Severe penalties are prescribed 
for non-compliance with this provision 
by the manufacturers of goods and by 
those who sell the same, the latter be- 
ing made liable as well as the former. 
Just what object is sought to be ac- | 
| Complished by the enactment of this 
mensure is not clearly apparent. But 
it does not require a very great amount 
of reflection to show that the proposed 
legislation is utterly impracticable, 
mischievous, and uncalled for. For ex- 
ample, there are millions of cans man- 

_factured annually in this State for 
fruits and other products. All these 
would have to be stamped with the 
name and street address of the manu- 
facturer, although it would be of no 
e=pecial interest to anybody where or 
by whom they were manufactured. Not 
only would the cans have to be 
stamped, but the ordinary label cover- 

the cans would have to be stamped, 
as would the box containing the cans. 

As a further illustration, many 
parts of an engine, of a battleship, of 

& wagon, and of other composite ar- 
| ticles manufactured in this State, 

; would have to be stamped with the 
manufacturer's name and street ad- 
dress. The Manufacturers’ and Pro- 
@ucers’ Association of California, in 
opposing this measure, calls attention 
to the fact that its requirements 
“would apply to a spool of thread eell- 
ing for 1 cent, to bricks and other ar- 
ticles of clay,” and that “the cost of 
so complying with the law would in 
many cases be prohibitive of manu- 
facture.” 

It is further pointed out that “the 
widely-established conditions of trade 
in many lines imperatively require the 
manufacturer to put up goods bearing 
the special brand and name label of 
the jobber or dealer. Merchants in 
other States and in foreign countries 
very generally follow the custom of 
handling goods only under their own 
labels, and if they cannot have their 
goods put up here as demanded they 
will obtain them elsewhere.” It is es- 
timated that one-third of the market 
for many of our manufactures would 
be cut off in this manner alone if the 
bill should become a law. In addition 
to the injury to the manufacturer, ev- 
ery producer of fruit, of raisins, of 
vegetables, and in fact of nearly all 
marketable products, would be seri- 
ously injured by this short-sighted leg- 
lation. 

Matters are coming to such a pass 
that the biennial sessions of the Leg- 
islature are dreaded by the people of 
the entire State; for at every session 
undigested propositions for new legis- 
lation are brought forward, which 
would work incalculable inyury to 
some of the great interests of the State 
if made into laws. The legislative ges- 
sions ought to be welcomed because of 
their possibilities in the way of new 
and beneficial legislation, instead of 
being looked forward to with dread 
and apprehension. This would be the 
case if there were less machine poli- 
ties in the election of legislators, and 
leas catering to the demands of special

A great hubbub is just now being 
raised about a proposed prize fight be- 
tween two well-known bruisers, which 
it was intended to “pull off” in Cin- 
einnati. Columns and columns of dis- 
petches have appeared from day to day 
in all the big papers of country, 
describing thé varying prospects for 
holding the mill, until the projected 
prize fisht has apparently almost en- 
tirely overshadowed in importance the 
little contests that are being waged in 
the Philippine Islands and in South 
Africa. The Governor of Ohio has 
threatened to call out the State troops, 
and the courts are busy with the hear- 
ing of injunction sults, while the State 
of Ohio has already allowed the Adju- 
tant-General $50,000 as a contingent 
fund to be used in preventing the two 
pugilists from battering each other. 
All this is nothing new, but is an in- 
fliction which crops up regularly every 
year or so, like the grip, the measles 
or the potato bug, only the infliction 
seems to become a little worse as the 
years roll on, the amount of pummel- 
ling bearing a constantly smaller ratio 
to the enormous amount of prelimi- 
nary guff that is indulged in by these 
jaw-breakers, who are also, nowadays, 
jawsm..as. 
There is, undoubtedly, much base- 
less talk indulged in regarding the 
brutality of the prize ring, and much 
needless sympathy is expressed for the 
ambitious pugs who follow prize fight- 
ing as a business. In point of fact, an 
up-to-date football match is more 
brutal, more dangerous, and entails 
more suffering than the average prize 
fight—when it does come off in the 
ring as well as in the papers. The 
worst feature of the modern prize ring 
is the foul atmosphere which sur- 
rounds it, and the fraud and fake 
with which it has nowadays become 
inseparably connected. In olden times 
these pugilists knew their position, 
and were content to put up a stiff bout. 
with the bare knuckles for a few hun- 
dred dollars, in the presence of a few 
hundred spectators. The general pub- 
lic knew nothing of the affair until it 
was all over. Nowadays, when two of 
these fellows prepare to give an ex- 
hibition match they forthwith engage 
high-priced managers and proceed to 
fight with each other in the columns 
of the newspapers regarding the pre- 
liminaries of the affair. After this 
has been worked to death, they go into 
trainir~, and we are again regaled, 
through the pages of the yellow pres.., 
with minute detailed information, 
plentifully illustrated with lurid half- 
tones, in regard to the physical and 
mental, if not the moral condition of 
the two sluggers; what they eat for 
breakfast; how often and how hard 
they punch a bag, and so forth. A 
modern prize fighter of any conee- 
quence would turn his nose up at any- 
thing less than’ $10,000, and they fre- 
quently receive several times as much, 
for a few rounds, directly, in addition 
to the indirect benefits which they ex- 
pect to reap. It is somewhat surpris- 
ing that people will continue to pay 
from $5 to $20 for seats to view ex- 
hibitions which, in the light of recent 
events, we are justified in stigmatiz- 
ing as fakes, the result having been 
arranged before the meeting between 
the two pugiliste or their agents. Then, 
as soon as the farce ie over, it ts now 
taken as a matter of course that the 
two illiterate pugs should at once pro- 
ceed on a tour through the country,

Until something of 
that kind can be done, however, we 
presume we shall have to continue to 
hold our noses while these public 
nuisances declare, at great length, 
that they won't do a ting” to each 
other, and meantime prepare to “do” 
the public.

BURBANK THEATER. Harring- 
ton Reynolds is having things pretty 
much his own way at the Burbank 
this week. He is playing the part of 
Cyrus Blenkarn, in Henry Arthur 
Jones's florid emotional drama, The 
Middleman.” It usually falls to the 
lot of Mr, Reynolds to play the role 
of the heavy villain; and in roles of 
this character he has won more 
hisses than any other member of the 
Frawley Company. But in the char- 
acter of Blenkarn he has a role which 
wins the quick sympathy of the audi- 
ence, and holds it to the finish. Mr. 


Reynolds gives a virile and impressive 
}rendition of this character. The 
make-up is excellent, and in all its 
details the work of Mr. Reynolds is 
deserving of high praise. It is, in 
fact, convincing. From first to last, 
the actor keeps well within the limita- 
tions of the character, never lapsing 
from it nor slipping out of it for a mo- 
ment. In the more intense scenes he 
is invariably equal to the occasion. 
Mr. Reynolds received curtain after 
curtain on the opening night, and won 
them all by honest, consistent, artis- 
tie work. 

“The Middleman” is, to a consider- 
able extent, a one-part play, There 
are several other characters with at- 
tributes more or less striking, but the 
interest all revolves about the charac- 
ter of Blenkarn as about a central 
sun. Mary Blenkarn is a sweetly pa- 
thetic figure, and it is given appropri- 
ate form and color by Mary Van Bu- 
ren, whose impersonation it would be 
difficult to improve upon, so interpre- 
tative is it of suppressed emotion; of 
inward suffering and its outward sym- 
bol of tenderness and gentleness. 

The principal comedy characters are 
those of Nancy Blenkarn and Jesse 
Pegg. These are enacted by Alice 
Johnson and J. R. Amory, respectively. 
The pranks of these two are superia- 
tively amusing. Alice Johnson is a 
comparatively recent addition to the 
Frawley Company. So far as she has 
appeared here her work has been ex- 
ceedingly satisfactory, and it gives 
promise of even better things in store. 
Mr. Amory rather overdraws the char- 
acter of Pegg, but gives, nevertheless, 
an inteneely amusing performance. 
The remaining characters, which are 
of minor interest, are presented sat- 
isfactorily. 

A piece of bad management, which 
should be corrected, is the bullding of 
an open fire in a fireplace on the stage 
in the second act, with no provision for 
carrying off the smoke.

On Wednesday afternoon the first of 
a series of special matinées is to be 
given, the patrons of the Burbank se- 
lecting the play by ballot. The play 
thus selected for next Wednesday is 
“Mme. Sans Gene.“

this week is disappointing. There are 
only three, and two of them are hardly 
up to the standard, to ray the least.

COLORADO SHERIFF ACCUSED. 


Would not Let Mine Workers Organ- 
ize for a Sympathetic Strike—State 


Attorney-General Makes Complaint. 
(NY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES 1 

DENVER (Colo.,) Feb. 11.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Atty.-Gen. Post, who 
has been investigating the charges 
against Sheriff Farr of Huerfano 
county, to the effect that he has used 
his office to prevent the organization 
of the miners employed by the Colorado 
Fucl and Iron Company and has defied 
the courts by refusing to serve their 
processes, returned to Denver today 
and said that the charges were true. 
He will lay a report of his findings be- 
fore the Governor tomorrow, and it is 
probable that Farr will be removed 
from office and prosecuted. 

When the coal miners of northern 
Colorado went on strike for an ad- 
vance in pay, six weeks ago, the 
United Mine Workers of America sent 
John L. Gehr into Huerfano and other 
counties in the southern Colorado coal 
fields to organize the men there for a 
sympathetic strike. Gehr tried to hold 
meetings in Walsenburg, the county 
seat of Huerfano county, and in other 
towns, but it is alleged he was pre- 
vented from doing so by Sheriff Farr 
and his deputies, who raided the meet- 
ing-places, arrested the moving spirits, 
in many instances assaulted them, 
and clapped them in jail on trumped- 
up charges. The result was that Gehr 
had to leave soythern Colorado with- 
out effecting his purpose. 


SULTAN’S MOTOR CAR. 


It Came from Berlin and Its Owner 
Invited Some of His Courtiers to Try 
it First. 


{London Telegraph! The sultan, 
writes our Constantinople correspond- 
ent, is always fond of new inventions, 
especially anything mechanical, and 
takes great interest in them: The pal- 
ace is full of models of all sorts of 
machines, from typewriters to an elec- 
tric launch. His last acquisition is a 
motor car, which he had instructed 
Chakir Pasha to bring back from 
Berlin, where he had been sent to 
take the sultan’s present of a carriage 
and ponies to the crown princess. Cha- 
kir Pasha brought the motor car, and 
with it a German engineer, so as to 
make sure it would work smoothly. 
Last Sunday the sultan ordered that 
the machine should de tried in the 
palace grounds, and stationed himself 
at a window to watch the proceedings.

All ‘the trouble was brewed over the 
affidavit of J. L. Stout, at one time a 
driver for the New England dairy, the 
substance of which was published in 
these columns several months ago. Mr. 
Stout alleges tilat while employed at 
the dairy he regularly adulterated the 
milk with formaline, coloring matter 


and water. 


He also says that he was instructed 


to put an “inspector's can” in a cer- 


tain position on the wagon and that 


this was to contain pure milk. He in- 
timates strongly that the Milk In- 
spector had knowledge of the whole 
proceeding and received a substantial 
consideration 


for always taking the 


milk to be tested from the right can. 

The affidavit was read at the morn- 
ing session yesterday, but nobody ap- 
peared to back up the statements 
made in it. Mr. Bowen, who named 
the present Milk Inspector, wanted to 
know at once who filed the affidavit. 

The clerk replied that it was Win- 
field Scott, city editor of the Herald. 
This did not tend to placate Mr. 
Bowen, who wanted to know who was 
the complaining witness and whether 
there was any one to father the 

against Inspector Hood. 

“Tf there is any one here who ie will- 
ing to back those charges let us in- 
vestigate at once,” said Mr. Bowen. 
“But if there is no one who has back- 
bone enough to stand up and present 
these charges it is beneath the dignity 
of this body to pay any attention to 
that affidavit. Who is Mr. Stout? I 
don’t know.

MEN ARE NEEDZD. 
STREETS TO BD REPAIRED. 
The aftermath of the storm is in full 
view from the Street Superintendent's 
office. The number of people who are 
anxious to have holes filled, ponds 
drained and crosswalks built is sur- 
prising. Hugh McGuire is wondering 
whether the ghost of his ante-election 
troubles is still pursuing him. He is 
held up on every corner. 
More men are needed in the work of 
street repair. The present forse has 
all it can do to keep up with the or- 
dinary work. In the face of the havoc 
wrought by the storm they are too 
few. 
At the special session next Thursday 
morning Superintendent McGuire will 
ask for twenty teams and forty-five 
men as an extra force to work upon 
the streets that have been swept by the 
storm water. He will need them for 
ninety days. 
Former Superintendent Drain esti- 
mated the damage done by the Novem- 
ber storm at $30,000. Much of that 
damage has not yet been repaired. The 
late storm has caused greater trouble 
and it will require a larger outlay to 
fix the streets. 
To many people $60,000 seems a big 
rate of interest to pay on the $500,000 
it would cost to build a storm drain, 
would the charter permit. 


FIRE COMMISSION. 
ENGINE DRIVER SUSPENDED. 
P. H. Sammon, driver of engine 

company No. 7, was suspended by the 
Fire Commission yesterday, pending 
his payment of a $10 fine. Sammon 
owes to his family the leniency with 
which he was treated by the board. He 
told a very filmsy story to account for 
his absence from quarters without 
leave a week ago Saturday night. 

When Sammon failed to appear at 
that time he was promptly suspended 
by the Chief.

HANDSOME ALIMONY ARRANGED 
FOR OUT OF COURT. 


—— —„ᷣ—-—H¼ 
Mrs. Wilshire, a Paralytic, Given Her 
Decree on Testimony Taken Behind 
“Closed Doors to Prove Allegations 
Made on Statutory Grounds. 


A decree was granted tn Judge Con- 
rey’s court yesterday, divorcing Han- 
nah G. Wilshire from H. Gaylord, WII 
shire, the capitalistic Socialist, who 
plays golf, posts bills and runs for 

ss. The grounds of desertion 
and marital unfaithfulness were al- 
leged in the complaint, filed Saturday. 
The divorce was granted on the latter 
ground. 

Mrs. Wilshire, who is a paralytic, 
was unable to be in court, and her tes- 
timony was read from a deposition by 
her attorneys, George H. Hutton, Esq., 
and Messrs. Works & Lee. The case 
was heard behind “closed doors; con- 
sequently her specific accusations are 
not for public intelligence. 

But H. Gaylord was there—bland and 
philosophical, as if he were an outsider 
watching the domestic tragedy of some 
acquaintance. His attorneys Were 
Messrs. Lee & Scott. The same de- 
meanor characterized Mr. Wilshire 
yesterday as when he plays golf, 
makes disturbing speeches in the pub- 
lic parks, runs for Congress as a hy- 
brid Democrat, or edits a small jour- 
nal devoted to righting the wrongs of 
a humanity bled by millionaires, bill- 

monopolists and other leeches. 

One remark of the golfing billposter 
in connection with the divorce suit 
just ended may live in history: “The 
day of slavery for-negroes and women 
is past.” That's why he didn't offer 
any opposition to his wife's suit. 

The property interests involved in 
the separation were not touched upon 
yesterday, having all been settled am- 
cably out of court. Mrs. Wilshire is 
to be paid alimony in the sum of $225 
& month, and has been conveyed prop- 
erty returning an income of $75 a 
month, so that with $300 a month she 
will have to get along. 

This arrangement for her support 
will make the prosecution of her suit, 
recently begun for maintenance, un- 
necessary, and it has been abandoned. 
In this action Mrs. Wilshire openly 
charged her husband with deserting 
her last September and leaving her 
penniless. She sued for an allowance 
of $400 a month, and in reciting her 
husband's means alleged that, besides 
valuable real holdings in all parts 
of this city and in Fullerton, he had 
stock in the Randsburg Railroad Com- 
pany, valued at $75,000; stock in his 
billposting concern, valued at 000, 
and Standard Oli stock, $5000. s in- 
come, said she, approximated $1000 a 
month—$300 from his real estate; $500 
from his stocks and bonds, and $200 
from his billposting business. 

Mrs. Wilshire suffered from a stroke 
of paralysis in 1899, and has been in ill 
health ever since, Induced, she avers, 
by her husband's negiect and il!-treat- 
ment. After she was paralyzed, says 
her complaint, he did not treat her 
with the consideration due an affiicted 
wife from a husband: but ridiculed her 
and her affliction in the presence of 
friends by speaking silightingly. In 
asking for maintenance, she stated 
that her condition made a horse and 
carriage and a driver imperative, hint- 
ing thereby that a considerable al- 
lowance was abeolutely necessary. She 
had her husband enjoined by court to 
prevent him from disposing of his. 
property and returning to England, al- 
leging that he had threatened to do so, 
as well as squander his means and to 
leave her on the charity of her friends. 


SOMEBODY BLUNDERED. 
BELCHER’S MARRIAGE LICENSE. 
“I know the old priest that married 
them, and I will give him fits.”

SUIT OVER A CONTRACT. | 

The Yukon Of] Company and M. L.

The roll-call disclosed the presence 
of 56 Senators. Mr. Jones of Arkan- 
sas thought there must be some good 
reason for the “manifest jndifference”’ 
of so large a part of the Republican 
Senators to this bill. In his opinion, 
the reason for the “manifest indiffer- 
ence” was that no idea prevailed that 
in the seventeen days of the session 
remaining, the bill, a Senate measure 
which would have to be passed by the 
House to become a law, could be dis- 
posed of. He regarded it as “absurd” 
that any thought of passing the meas- 
ure at this session should be enter- 
tained. He then moved that the Ju- 
dicilary Committee be discharged from 
consideration of the. Anti-trust Bill 
passed by the House, and 
Senate proceed to its consideration. 

Pending that motion, Mr. Worott 
of Colorado said he feit # his duty to 
say in reply to Mr. Jones's statement 
that at this time in the session, many 
Senators were obliged to absent them- 
selves from the Senate chamber in 
order to attend to important commit- 
tee work. Their absence did not at 
all indicate an indifference as to the 
shipping bill. 

pon objection by Mr. Chandler, 
the motion of Mr. Jones, under the 
rules, went over until tomorrow, the 
Arkansas Senator giving notice that 
he would press it at that time if he 
could do so without antagonizing the 
appropriations billis. Mr. Platt of 
Connecticut explained that the Judi- 
cilary Committee for ~--eral days had 
had the Anti-trust Bill under consid- 


eration, and he protested that the 
<ommittee should not discharged 
summmarily from work. 

During Mr. Cafféry’s speech, the 


Senate was called several times to pro- 
duce a quorum. Finally, at the con- 
clusion of one of the calls, Mr. Frye, 
chairman of the Committee on Com- 
meree, said: “The Commerce Com- 
mittee has the permission of the Sen- 
ate to sit during sessions of the Sen- 
ate. If the Senators desire to have a 
river and harbor bill at this session, 
it may not be possible for the commit- 
tee to report it, if it is continually in- 
terupted by the calls of the Senate,” 

“In order to aid the committee,” 
suggested Mr. Jones facetiously, it 
might be well for the Senate to take 
a recess while the committee is in 
session.” 

Mr. Coffery’s speech was further in- 
terrupted by a brief executive session. 
and the passage of a resolution offered 
by Mr. Spooner calling upon the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to furnish to 
the Senate the number and tonnage 
of vessels engaged in foreign com- 
merce, the number now engaged in the 
cOastwise trade that could enter the 
foreign trode under the pending bill, 
and also the amount of subsidy that 
each vessel would receive under the 
bill. The resolution also calls for the 
humber of foreign-built vessels au- 
thorized to come under American 
registry by the bill, and the amount 
of subsidy that each would receive. 
and the number of foreign ships reg- 
istered as contracted to be bullt un- 
der the provisions of the bills. 

Senators Allison, Aldrich and Jones 
of Arkansas were appointed conferees 
on the Revenue Rll. 

Resuming, Mr. Caffery declared that 
the bill “is a bald, bold grant of the 
people's money to ‘fill the pockets of 
shipbullders and shipowners. As su h.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—HOUSE.— 
The desk of Representative D. Shaw 
of New York, lete commander-in-chief 
of the G.A.R., who died suddenly Sun- 
day morning, was draped in black and 
covered with flowers when the House 
met today. The chaplain, in his in- 
vocation, referred feelingly to Gen. 
Shaw's death. Owing to the extreme 
pressure of the public business, it was 
decided by the House leaders that it 
would be inexpedient to adjourn im- 
mediately out of respect to his memory. 

Immediately after the reading of 
the journal, Mr. Payne, chairman of 
the Committee on ays and Means, 
by the direction of the committee, re- 
ported back the War Revenue Act as 
amended by the Senate, and moved the 
adoption of a resolution “to di 
to the substitute proposed by the 
Senate as an amendment thereto, and 
ask for a conference.” 

Mr. Tawney of Minnesota, a mem- 
ber of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee asked for a division of the prop- 
osition, so as to vote separately upon 
disagreement and the request for a 
conference. This was agreed to, and 
the House, without division, voted to 
disagree to the substitute. The main 
question was then precipitated by Mr. 
Tawney. The House, he said, h just 
voted, to disagree to a subetitute for a 
war revenue bill which substitute had 
originated in the Senate. Under the 
Constitution, he insisted, the Senate 
had no power to originate revenue leg- 
isiation, and, he made the point of or- 
der that the House could not ask fora 
conference upon a measure originat- 
ing in the upper house of Congress 
contrary to the Constitution without 
becoming a party to the violation 
made by the Senate, and without waiv- 
ing its constitutional privilege to orig- 
inate revenue legislation. He declared 
that the Speaker had no right to en- 
tertain a motion to ask for a con- 
ference on the substitute passed by 
the Senate. 

Mr. Hopkins interrupted Mr. Tawney 
to declare that in his opinion the Con- 
stitution had not been violated. In 
effect, the Senate's proposition was 
only an amendment. 

Mr. Tawney cited Webster in sup- 
pest of his contention that the House 

4 the exclusive right to originate 

money bills, and that the Senate’s 
power was limited to “altering or 
amending it.” 
After some further debate, the mo- 
tion requesting a conference with the 
Senate was carried by 2338 to 38, and 
consideration of the Diplomatic and 
Consular Bill was resumed. 

Mr. Fitzgerald of Massachusetts, and 
Mr. Sulzer of New York delivered 
epeeches urging that the United States 
deciare its sympathy with the Boers. 
Mr. Sulzer declared that the United 
States was violating the neutrality 
laws of nations by permitting the Eng- 
lieh to buy munitions of war here for 
use in South Africa against the Boers. 
He believed that it was the duty of 
the President and Congress to stop the 
purchase of supplies here. 

„I know,” said he, “that what Kitch- 
ener is doing in South Africa ts worse 
than we ever did in Cuba. We went 
to war to free Cuba from Weylerism. 
We are in partnership with England 
and Kitchener in South Africa. Kitch- 
ener’s orders are ‘Burn the houses, 
kill the men, drive the women and 
children: out into the veldt to die, so 
that they may understand the power 
of the British monarch.’ Queen Vic 
toria, with her last breath, according 
to the reports, prayed for peace. She 
left that heritage to her son. It he 
makes peace, he will rank as one of 
Pngiand’s greatest Kings. If he pur- 
sues the present relentiess war, he will 
go down to history beside the in- 
famous George III.” 

Mr. Mahon of Pennsylvania said he 
did not know what warrant Mr. Sul- 
ser had for stating that munitions of 
war were being sent from the United 
States for use against the Boers. But, 
he said, he did know of a public meet- 
ing held in this city to welcome the 
envoys, a meeting presided over 
by Mr. Sulzer. 

“About $1200 was raised at that meet- 
ing. sald he, “but after a banquet, 
after the terrapin and cold botties had 


got in their work, exactly $18 was 


the. 


transmitted to the Beer land.“ 
[Laughter.] 

“Did you contribute to the fund?” 
asked Mr. Sulzer. 

“I did not; I knew the gang who 
were running it,” [Renewed laughter.] 
“In all this benevolence for the Boers,” 
continued Mr. Mahon, “there is much 
hypocrisy and cant. If no greater 
proportion of the proceeds of these 
benevolent collections reaches its des- 
timation, God help the widows of the 
Boer soldiers.” 

These remarks of Mr. Mahon, deliv- 
ered in a semi-humorous tone, aroused 
the ire of Mr. Sulzer, who declared 
that if, by any construction or im- 
plication, Mr. Mahon meant to reflect 
upon his connection with receptions of 
the Boer envoys, he hurled the accusa- 
tion back in his teeth and declared 
that it was an absolute falsehood. Mr. 
Sulzer proceeded to say that he had 
no connection with the Finance Com- 
mittee, which expended the money for 
the reception of the Boer envoys. He 
himseif had contributed $175 to that 
fund, besides defraying the expenses 
of the committee which went to New 
York to meet the envoys. 

He explained in detail the circum- 


and expenditure of the fund for the 
reception of the Boer envoys. He said 
that during the last campaign, Perry 
S. Heath, secretary of the Republican 
National Committee, had the 
charges circulated by Republican pa- 
pers. He (Mr. Sulzer) had threatened 
every paper that printed them with 1 
bel suits, and they had retracted. 
“As there is a disposition to throw 
— 4 said he, “I'll throw Wem my- 


Mr. Sulzer then sent to the clerk's 
desk and had read a letter which he 
had received. It was a sensational per- 
sonal attack upon Mr. Heath in con- 
nection with the appointment of C. F. 
W. Neely and other matters. The 
reading of the letter created a sensa- 
tion. Mr. Knox of Massachusetts in- 
dignantiy declared that it was con- 
temptible to attack a gentleman 
through an anonymous letter without 
xiving him an opportunity to reply. 
He said it was an infringement on the 
rights of the House, and he would 
move to strike it from the record when 
the reading of the bill was finished. 

Mr. Mahon reiterated his disclaimer 
of intention to reflect upon Mr. Sulzer. 
but he insisted upon the facts, as he 
had stated them. 

Mr. Cochran of Missour! moved an 
amendment to appropriate $5000 for an 
envoy to the Boer republics, but it 
went out on a point of order. , 

To add to the confusion, Mr. Shattuc 
of Ohio secured leave to read a m 
on “The Big Man With the Rig 
Mouth.” It proved to be a travesty 
on talkativeness, and was received 
with shouts of laughter. 

When the item appropriating for a 
Consul at Pretoria, South Africa, was 
reached, Mr. Sulzer made an attack 
upon the appointment of Adelbert C. 
Hay. son of the Secretary of State, as 
Consul at Pretoria. He declared that 
the Secretary of State was more of 
an Englishman than an American. 

Mr. Hitt objected promptly, and 
there was sharp pariiamentary fenc- 
ing. Mr. Sulzer asked Mr. Hitt if Mr. 
Hay was accredited to the South Afri- 
can Republic or to Great Britain. Mr. 
Hitt answered that the Consul was 
accredited to the South African Re- 
public. Mr. Sulser asserted, however, 
that the Consul “went to the Court of 
St. James and asked for instructions.” 
He went on to say that American in- 
terests in South Africa werk not being 
looked after, and that England should 
pay this consular salary. 

Mr. Hitt stated that Mr. Hay as 
Consul had maintained the strictest 
impartiality between the contending 
parties. 

Upon the conclusion of the reading 
of the bill, Mr. Knox of Massachusetts 
moved that the chairman of the com- 
mittee of the whole report to the 
House the alleged infraction of the 
rules relative to the introduction of 
a letter reflecting on a former officer 
of the government. with a view to the 
omission of the letter from the rec- 


ord. 

Mr. Richardson urged that this was 
an irregular practice, and a lively par- 
Hamentary wrangle ensued. 

Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania declared 
that a scurrilious and anonymous let- 
ter had been injected into the proceed- 
ings. and there should be a means of 
re¢tifying any such disorderly pro- 
ceedings. 

Mr. Sulzer protested against taking 
a letter out of the record. saying that 
if it was proposed to shield an official 
of the Republican National Commit- 
tec, the House should understand it. 

SPEAKER DECIDES IT. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRFESS-—P.M.1 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Mr. Rich- 
ardson of Tennessee made the point 
that Mr. Tawney'’s point of order 
came too late, the House already hav- 
ing considered the Senate substitute 
by deciding to non-concur in it. Mr. 
Tawney combatted this contention. 

Mr. Payne, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, said the ques- 
tion was one for the conscience of 
— not for the Speaker to de- 
cide. 

Mr. Grow of Pennsylvania took the 
same view, as did Mr. Dalzell of Penn- 
eylvania. The latter said the ques- 
tion of whether the prerogatives of the 
House had been infringed, wos to be 
determined by the House itself. When 
Mr. Dalzell, however, declared that 
in hig opinion the Senate substitute 
was a Violation of the Constitution, his 
statement was received with an out 
burst of applause on the Republican 


side. 

It was the idea of the fathers, he 
gaid, that the people's representatives 
should decide the question of taxa- 
tion. It was not that two Senators 
from a State which has less popula- 
tion than his district, should have an 
equal voice with New York or Penn- 
syivania in laying taxes on the shoul- 
ders of the people. If by roper 
methods, he declared in conclusion, it 
wae desired to test the right of the 
Senate against that of the House 
he would be on the side of the House. 
{Prolonged applause. } 

Speaker Henderson, in reply, said 
two pointe of order were the 
House. First, the constitutionality of 
the Senates action; second, the point 
that the point of order came too late. 
As to the latter, he decided that if the 


point could be made at all, it could 
be made at any time. As to the 
former, he said it had decided, 


again and again, that e question 
was one for the House, not for the 
Speaker to decide. He therefore over- 
ruled the point of order. This left the 
question before the House as to 
whether the House should ask for a 
conference. The Speaker decided it was 
a debatable question. 

Mr. McCall of Massachusetts said 
hie chief objection to the Senate bil! 
was that, in passing it, the Senate was 
acting outside the Constitution, and 
usurping the prerogative of the House 
concerning taxation. 7 

Mr. Richardson of Tennessee said 
the people were groaning under the 
millions of war taxation. Congress had 
attempted to take off a part of this 
enormous burden. 

Now, just as this relief was about to 
be realized, a fine-drawn constitutional! 


parliamentary issue was raised. It 
the objection prevailed, then the 
friends of high taxation would re-

He 
was turned over to the San Diego 
police, who placed him in the Helping 
Hand Home, pending an investiga- 
tion.

The first of last week the matron of 
the Helping Hand telegraphed Fukin's 
brother that unless he was taken away 
at once she would be obliged to turn 
him over to the authorities, and adding 
thet Fukin threatened to walk across

hazards, if he escapes notify at my ex- 
pense; letter to follow.” This letter 
was received today, and states that 
Charles Mohr of Milwaukee, a brother 
of Gebhard, will leave for San 

The Chief inclines 7 
the opinion that it will be best to hold 
Fukin five or six days, pending the 
brother's arrival. The episode at the 
operahouse has cleared up the mystery 
of whereabouts. Fukin in- 
sists that he is going to organize a 
mighty army of young men to fight 
Katherine Tingley. He eluded the 
vigilance of his watcher last evening, 
the supposition being that he had 
gone to bed.

If the spread was 
as big and as bad as it was painted, it 
was surely a most intemperate func- 
tion. It was contrasted with the erst- 
while famous feast of Belshasser, while 
“bacchanalian orgies” were alleged to 
have been on tap for hours at a 
stretch.
